Of all the odd purchases of 


the United States Army, the 
one that stirs the imagination 
most is that made recently for a 
million dollars worth of human 
blood. Five contracts were -let 
to chemical laboratories, totalling 
$1,026.250 for the purchase of gal- 
lons of human plasma. The blood 
bank is stored against that time, 
if ever, when it might be need- 
ed for blood transfusions. This 
doesn't necessarily mean a fight- 
ing war reserve of human blood. 
With 1,500,000 men in the Army 
now, the amount of blood needed 
for accidents resulting from train- 
ing activities of a mechanized 
army and for "normal" illnesses is 
tremendous. * • * 


WASHINGTON got a g o o d 
• * spanking the other day for the 
way it has been entertaining and 
receiving soldiers on leave. Dr. 
Frank S. Lloyd, of the Federal Se- 
curity Agency recreation division, 
administered the verbal paddling, 
with such observations as, "This is 
the coldest, snootiest, most up- 
turned nose area in the United 
States, barring n9ne." 


This ties in with a recent per- 


sonal experience. Falling in with 
three lads on leave from Fort 
Eustis, Va., I asked them what 
about the national capital they 
disliked most and the answer was 
immediate and all agreed: "We 
never have anybody to talk to.

to an assassin's bullet.

Potatoes—Western Pennsylvania 


is growing really potato conscious. 
Warren county which for 
years 


grew a diversified series of crops 
running largely toward dairying' 
is fast becoming a community in 
which potatoes are assuming first 
place. Years ago the Duntley and 
Crooks farms near Corydon were 
(jutstartding- produce's of potatoes 
but in other parts of the county 
King Spud held small court. 


But with the passage of yeara 


local farm agents assisted by re- 
presentatives from State College 
and business men of Warren have 
wrought a vast change. In 1940 the 
potato crop due to careful selection 
of seed, proper spraying and grad- 
ing brought over 550.UOO in hard 
cash into the pockets of Warren 
county potato growers. This year 
the potatoes have produced an even 
larger sum for the farmers. Recent 
figures given out by Farm Agent 
Tritt show that potato production 
lias increased by leaps and bounds. 
Growing of seed potatoes has also 
become an 
important 
item 
on 


county farms and Michigan seed 
does not hold the big place in a 
farmer's calculations toward a big 
potato crop which It once did. 


Northwestern Pennsylvania 
po- 


tato growers have become scienti- 
fic in their growing of potatoes. 
Especial attention has been paid 
to varieties that produce especially 
well in this section. Two or three 
years ago groups of farmers from 
the Northwestern counties estab- 
lished Camp Potato on a hill near 
Coudersport in Potter county. An 
abandoned CCC camp 
at 
Island 


Fain near Ridgway was the scene 
of great activity one day as scores 
of farmers drove in with trucks 
and tore down the buildings. The 
lumber was loatrr^ on trucks and 
moved to the site of Camp Potato. 
Here the buildings were re-erected 
and now an experimental potato 
farm has been established. Scores 
of varieties of potatoes are plant- 
ed, carefully 
nurtured, 
sprayed 


and the yield given attention. " It 
is one of the biggest 
leavening 


movements in the rural life of this 
entire section of the state. 


Farm Agent Tritt is a potato en- 


thusiast. Due to his efforts several 
years ago Burgess Raymond Steb- 
er. representatives of the mercan- 
tile and civic club life with farmers 
formed the Warren County Potato 
Growers Association. It has been 
one of the finest organizations in 
the county life.
